HOUR OF DOOM IS NEAR. 


CRUSHING DEFEAT OR BRILLIANT VICTORY 
AWAITS BRITISH FORCES. 


Gen, Clery’s Division Marches Out of Frere Camp to Attack 
Colenso in Heavy Thunderstorm—Gen. White 
Hard Pressed at Ladysmith.

Buller Dallying on the Tugela and French's Men Being Misted by Boer 
Bugle Calis—“Serious Accident“ Whereby Three Companies of 
the First Suffolk Regiment Retreat and a Fourth 
Company is Captured—Engliand in Gloom.

NEW YORK, Jan.7.—[Exclusive Dispatch. 
right 1900, by the New York Tribune.] The Tribune's 
cable special from London dated January 8, says that 
Buller’s opportunity for an effective display of strategy 
has come, and it is to be hoped not too late. The Hus- 
sars and battery of field artillery for which he has been 
waiting while Ladysmith was in deadly peril, are now 
at the front,and he has every available man, gun, 
horse and mule. Joubert’s army, after a belated and 
desperate attempt to carry Ladysmith by incessant 
bombardment and deliberate and persistent attack in 
front, should be on the defensive today, with a superior 
force opposed to it on the Tugela. Buller needs to be 
an exceptionally strong general in order to resist pres- 
sure from military authorities at home, from the colo- 
nial governing class in Natal and from his own army 
to deliver a single crushing blow. What the emer- 
gency ‘requires is a cautious, yet farsighted plan of 
operations, like that adopted by Wellington in the 
peninsula. 

There may be another reverse, if the tactics of the 
previous battle are repeated, but a decisive victory 
may be expected with confidence, if Buller does not 
attempt to do a week’s work during a.single day, and 
has patience and skill for maneuvering far afield, turn- 

end cutting off retreat north- 
ward and westward. No British general since Water- 
loo has ever had so brilliant an opportunity for deliver- 
ing a series of rapid and effective blows by which the 
enemy may be paralyzed and demoralized in the course 
of a single week. Yet the English public is so accus- 
tomed to campaigns with turning movements and 
maneuvering on a large scale that there will be dejec- 
tion and clamors if a complete victory is not announced 
as the result of the first day’s fighting. 

Meanwhile Ladysmith is in imminent danger. 
The sequel to White’s message by heliograph respect- 
ing Saturday’s fighting was not revealed in time for 
the Sunday editions of the afternoon or evening papers. 
Newsboys were clamorous in the streets, but the press 
cables which were displayed explained nothing that 
was not known at midnight Saturday. Press agency 
dispatches from Durban, Maritzburg, Frere Camp and 
Cape Town merely represented the details of Friday’s 
reconnaissance toward Hlangwane and recorded the 
repulse of the Boer attack upon Ladysmith early Sat- 
urday, without carrying the story beyond 9 o'clock, 
when White had reported that fighting was still in 
progress. There was one fresh detail, to the effect 
that White’s gunners had knocked out two Boer guns, 
but there was no warrant for the accuracy of the state- 
ment. It was stated during the afternoon, on excel- 
lent authority, that Lord Dufferin’s oldest son, Lord 
Ava, had received an ugly flesh wound during Lady- 
smith operations. 

The War Office during the evening posted a bul- 
letin from Buller which gave four hours’ later news 
from White. A second heliograph message from 
White was received at Frere Camp about 1 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon, stating that he had beaten the enemy 
off, but the Boers were still around him in great num- 
bers, especially to the south, and a renewal of their at- 
tack was very probable. The news again was good, as 
far as it went, but the sequel was unfinished. White's 
men were fighting gallantly, but the enemy had not 
given up the attack and the crisis had not passed. 

Veterans at the military service clubs were in- 
tensely anxious over the news from Ladysmith, and 
some of them commented adversely uponthe apparent 
lack of co-operation between Buller and White at crit- 
ical stages of the campaign, although they were in 
daily communication with each other. White was pas- 
sive on December 15, when Buller attacked the enemy 
in full force at Colenso, and there was nothing really 


effective done Saturday north of the Tugela, although,

word was received at Frere Camp 
early as 9 o'clock that the Boers were 
making a most determined assault 
upon Ladysmith in anticipation of a 
general advance of the main British 
army early this week. These com- 
ments had a sterner, even an angrier 
tone toward midnight, when the War 
Office gave out another bulletin from 
Buller, with two hours later news 
from White It was brief, but terri- 
bly to the point. 

The Boer attack had been renewed 
Saturday afternoon, as White had pre- 
dicted, and he was very hard pressed. 
These were the worst words which had 
yet been flashed out of the darkness 
of Ladiysmith. The “sun had failed,” 
and Buller had absolutely no more 
news except a vague camp rumor that 
White had defeated the enemy at 5 
o'clock, and taken 400 prisoners. Bul- 
ler had done something to support the 


-| gallant garrison at Ladysmith, but not 


much. He had sent all available troops 
to make a demonstration toward Co- 
leneo, where they found all trenches 
accupied by the enemy. Veterans at 
the clubs shook their heads ominously, 
and bluntly declared that Buller haa 
put off the great battle toc long. 

French reported the situation at 
Colesberg unchanged Saturday, but 
Forestier-Walker, in a bulletin issued 
last night at the War Office, gave an 
unpleasant account of what he de- 
scribed with official euphemism as an 
“accident.” Four companies of the 
First Suffolk Regiment were sent at 
night to attack the enemy on a low 
hill one mile from amp. Col. Watson, 
who was in command, was wounded 
after ordering the troops to charge, ana 
a bugle call for retreat was sounded, 
apparently by the Boers themselves, a 
trick which has been played before 
during the campaign. Three companies 
retreated to the camp in good order, 
but the fourth was caught behind, sur- 
rounded by the enemy, and seventy 
men, including seven officers, were 
taken prisoners. 

The responsibility for this minor re- 
verse is not definitely traced to 
French, and the motive for a night 
march by so small a force is not re- 
vealed in the official dispatch. French's 
maneuvers have been so brilliant, and 
his tactics have proved on a all 
scale so good an object lesson as to 
the manner in which the campaign 
ought to be conducted on the British 
side, that this incident is peculiarly un- 
fortunate. The loss of seventy pris- 
oners through a Boer bugle call for a 
British retreat is not serious, especially 
when French has taken as many pris- 
oners with fair fighting, but he is the 
only British general who has seemed 
to be fully on guard against Dutch 
duplicity, and his prestige is now some- 
what clouded. 

His official report, bulletined at a 
late hour, stated that the First Essex 
had replaced the First Suffolk; that

There is no change in the situation 
at Modder River, and on Gatacre's 
line.

CLERY LEADS OUT OF CAMP. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Jan. 7.—({By Atlantic Ca- 
ble] A special dispatch from Frere 
Camp, dated Saturday, January 6, 7

“At 2 o'clock this afternoon, the whole 
of Gen. Clery’s division marched out 
of camp to attack Colenso.

ENGLAND SEES BULLER HELPLESS 
AT THE TUGELA.

Despite the Offensive Tactics of the 
Enemy at Ladysmith All He Could 
Do Was Little More Than Make a 
Display of Fireworks — Situation 
Decidedly Ominous. 


IA. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 8, 4:50 a.m.—[{By At- 
lantic Cable] The British public is at 
last face to face with a critical mo- 
ment in the campaign. It may safely 
be said that at no previous time have 
there been such anxious hours of sus- 
pense as will be passed through until 
the arrival of further news regarding 
the fate of Ladysmith. 

The week opens with only fresh ad- 
ditions to the disasters that have be- 
fallen British arms, and there is no 
longer any sustaining confidence to 
buoy up public opinion. The editorials 
this morning fully reflect the extreme 
gravity of the situation, with a painful 
undercurrent of ominous foreboding, 
mainly caused by the fact that, while 
the Boers have now changed their tac- 
tics and assumed the offensive, Gen. 
Buller is apparently unable to do more 
to assist Gen. White than in making 
a demonstration. The Morning Post 
says: “He might as well have ordered 
a display of fireworks.” 

As the heliograph ceased working 
yesterday (Sunday) it is presumed that 
Gen. Whites last message was sent 
by a pigeon or runner. Its purport is 
serious enough. The Times publishes 
a dispatch from Ladysmith, dated 
January 1, recording two night move- 
ments on the part of the Boers to as- 
sault the town. These had to be aban- 
doned when the British defenses were 
reached, but the correspondent says it 
was apparent that the great attack 
would not be long delayed. He adds: 
“Loyally supported by the civilians, the 
garrison can hold out for a consider- 
able period. We are not reduced to 
half rations. The greatest difficulty 
is hospital accommodation for the 
wounded and sick.” 

Considerable doubt remains as to the 


patch from the Boer camp at Colenso, 
dated Thursday last, and sent by way 
of Lorenzo Marquez, mentions that a 
thunderstorm had turned the dry 
ravines into torrents and flooded the 


Buller, who, even if he decided to at- 
tempt to relieve the town, would prob- 
ably occupy three days in reaching it 
by even a victorious advance, 

Apparently, Saturday, Gen. Buller 
was not ready to attack. Possibly 
Gen. Joubert anticipated that Gen. 
Buller would shortly deliver an at- 
tack, and, in that case, Gen. Buller 
may have actually opened battle yes- 
terday. 

Great Britain has to face the terri- 
ble possibility that the next news will 
be the fall of Ladysmith. The dis- 
quieting feature is that the. Boers 
seem to have had sufficient forces 
to deter Gen. Buller from aiding 
White, while themselves making 
strenuous efforts to reduce the town. 
In the nee of this ominous situa- 
tion, en Gen. French's disaster, of 
which apparently the worst has not 
yet been heard, assumes quite minor 
_ importance in the eyes of the public. 

The War Office has already décided 
upon immediate steps for sending an 
Eighth Infantry division to South 
Africa. Some of the regiments for this 
division will be taken from Gibraltar 
and Malta. They will be replaced by 
militia. 

It is asserted that the customs au- 
thorities on the River Thames have 
detained two outgoing steamers, and 
seized two large guns, and six Maxims 
packed in piano cases, intended for the 
Transvaal. It is also said that a

the Abalut River, near its source, that 
morning, and the Filipinos rafted us 
over. We then went down the stream 
along a rough trail, guarded by a com- 
pany of Filipinos. That night we were 
separated from this guard, and another 
company, armed with Mausers, wag 
put in charge of us. I suspected some- 
thing, and questioned the lieutenant in 
command. He said: ‘I have orders from 
Gen. Tino to shoot you all, but my con- 
science forbids. I shall leave you here.’ 

“I begged him for two rifles to pro- 
tect us from savages, adding that 1 
would give hit ietters to the Ameri- 
cans, who would pay him well and keep 
him from all harm. He refused this, 
however, saying he would not dare to 
comply. Soon afterward he left with 
his company. 

“We had seen some savages in war 
paint und us, and we prepared to 
fight them with cobblestones, the only 
weapons that were available to us. The 
next morning we followed the trail o1 
the Filipino soldiers, feeling that it wag 
better to stick to them than be mur- 
dered by savages, but we could not 
catch up with them. Then I ordered 
the men to build rafts, in the hope of 
floating down the river. It was a for- 
lorn hope, but I knew the river must 
empty into the sea somewhere. I was 
so weak myself that I did not expect 
to get out, but I thought some of the 
men could. 

“On the morning of December 18, 
while we were working on the rafts, 
the Americans came toward us yelling. 
One of my men shouted, “They are on 
us!“ He was lashing a raft of bamboo, 1 
however, knew it was not the yell of 
savages, but the yell of Americans. 
The rescuing troops thought we had 
Filipino guards, and called to us tn 
Eneatish to lie down, so that they could 
shoot the Filipinos. That was the fin- 
eat body of officers and men I ever 
saw.” 

Lieut. Gilmore could not epeak en- 
thusiastically enough about the 14 
picked men who had rescued him and 
his party. 

The command «pent the day in man- 
ing rafts. Col. Hare thought Lieur, 
Gilmore too weak to live through the 
trip, but there was no alternative. 
They shot many rapids, the men losing 
all their effects, and Lieyt. Gilmore 
some valuable papers. Only fourteen 
out of thirty-seven rafts eurvived the 
first night's expertence, and eighty 
men were practically unable to wan 
when VI was reached.

Had Been Troubled With Hiccoughs 
for the Last Two Days and Was 
Kept Alive Only by Use of Salt 
Water—Did not Lose Cheerfulness. 
Was Anointed.

NEWBURGH (N. Y.,) Jan. 7.—Rev. 
Dr. Edward McGlynn, rector of St. 
Marys Church, died at the rectory at 
5:20 o'clock this afternoon, after an 
iliness of about seven weeks, of heart 
failure superinduced by Bright's dis- 
ease. A minor eurgical operation was 
performed on Dr. McGlynn last night, 
but this did not affect the patient or 
contribute materially to his death. 
During the night, Dr. McGlynn had 
several sinking spclis, and the physi- 
clans were called early to his bedside, 
where they remained until he died, 

At noon, it was apparent that the 
end was near, and Dr. McGlynn re- 
ceived holy communion from the as- 
sistant rector of St. .ary’s, who later 
administered extreme unction. After 
high mass in the morning, Dr. McGlynn 
was anoited. All efforts toward pro- 
longing life were made by the physi- 
cians, but at 4 o'clock the priest lapsed 
into unconsciousness, his last audibie 
prayer being: “Jesus, have mercy on 
me.” He passed away without recov- 
ering consciousness. 

For two days past, Dr. ag had 
been troubled with hiccoughs, but was 
able to take liquid nourishment to the 
last. Dr. McGiynn was aware that 
death was near, receiving the wor) 
tranquilly.

On the other hand, those who, while 
willing to have the pian tried this sea- 
son, will not bind themselves to any 
such agreement, state that they prefer 
to sell their fruit whensoever they see 
fit. thinking that such a policy is to 
the best interest of their shippers. They 
also believe that a moderate quantity 
of fruit sold regularly each day will 
give a better average in prices than tri- 
weekly sales with a greater quantity.

“The national officers met in Wash- 
ington to discuss a demand on the part 
of the majority of the representatives 
of our 150,000 members, that the order 
render some assistance to the Boers 
in the Transvaal.

“It is unnecessary for the Hibernians 
to proclaim their loyalty to the United 
States, but it becomes them to state 
that no act of theirs will be contrary to 
the laws. Knowing the character of 
the British government, its cruelty, its 
ambition, we are desirous to assist the 
citizens of a sister republic in their 
struggle to defeat English ageression. 
What kind of aid will be given we can- 
not state at the present time, but cer- 
tainly it will be of a practical nature, 
and acceptable to the Boer government. 
Were this nation the antagonist of 
England, we could from our ranks send 
fifteen to twenty regiments of the best 
fighting material the world saw. 
In fact, in any just cause in whieh the

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—A special to 
the Tribune from Norwich, Ct., says: 

“The committee appointed by a meet- 
ing in New Haven, of which Alexander 
Troup was chairman, is sending out ap- 
peals for money to aid the Boers. The 
first pro-Boer meetings were held by 
Hibernian and other Irish societies, but 
this move seems to be more gen 
and prominent. 

The presence of such men as Alex- 
ander Troup, John Murphy, Patrick 
Walsh and other Democratic leaders 
confirms the reports current that the 
claim of Boer sympathizers is a bid 
for German and German-American 
votes at the coming election. Three 
different meetings were held east of 
the Connecticut River Friday, four 
were held last night and a number 
of Hibernians and Clan-na-Gael men 
will meet today to perfect plans for 
assisting the Roers. Prominent Boer 
agents from New York and Philadel- 
phia say they have hundreds of ap- 
plications to enlist in the Boer service. 
In Putnam and Willimantic and this 
city there are young men ready to 
leave at a moment's notice to do hos- 
pital work or to enter the ranks.

IN THE IBERIAN PENINSULA. 


CUSTOMS AND CHARACTERISTICS 
OF THE PEOPLE. 


Men Always Dressed With Care. 
Valets a Very Common. Possession. 
Beauty Does not Linger With the 
High-class Women — Good Dress- 
makers Needed—Great Aqueduct. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

LISBON (Portugal.) Dec. 12, 1899.—Of 
deeper interest than anything else in 
this fair land are the people thereof: 
and of these the lowllest are the most 
interesting, because most unique. The 
cosmopolitan upper classes are dis 
tinguished. for little but universal and 
invariable correctness of attire,a pro- 
nounced characteristic of all Latin peo- 
ple, on both sides of the Atlantic. 
While energetic, rough-and-ready 
Americans, sometimes even those of 
wealth and high position, may be met 
in clothes that would hardly pass mus- 
ter in respectable European society, 
you can never surprise a Portuguese 
gentleman otherwise than faultlessly 
attired, whatever the state of his 
finances. At any hour of the day, 
abroad or in the seclusion of home, 
his dress, from top to toe, shows 
scrupulous care and neatness. Better 
than all, “the eternal fitness’ is ob- 
served in smallest details, with no sug- 
gestion of foppishnéss, or appearance of 
having been especially gotten up. Al- 
ways well groomed from his cradle, 
after the habit of his ancestors. he 
never seems conscious of his clothes. 
From king and courtiers down the so- 
cial gamut of an impoverished nobil- 
ity, gentlemen of leisure, professional 
men, planters, merchants, clerks, 
broadcloth and fine linen are as much 
a part of the man as his eyes and hair. 
It is certainly easter for an-effete aris- 
tocracy, which never dreams of lifting 
a finger at anything which bears the 
remotest resemblance to manual labor, 
to keep everlastingly dressed up, than 
for the sturdier Anglo-Saxon, whose 
dignity has no connection with his 
clothes, and who disdains no work that 
comes within the line of legitimate bus- 
iness. 

Even the humblest fishermen, porters 
and muleteers in Portugal are always 
immaculate as to white shirts and cot- 
ton trousers, the only exceptions to 
universal cleanliness being the beg- 
gars, licensed and professional, whose 
stock in trade is rags and filth. No gen- 


tlemen in the world are better and 
more cheaply served in the way of 
valets than those of Lisbon. The serv- 


ants of Portugal are all Spaniards, 
from the ancient sovereignty of Gal 
cla, which comprises the present four 
northwesternmost provinces of Spain. 
There are fully eleven thousand of 
them im this city allo said to be one 
hundred thousand in all Portugal— 
the most docile. faithful and humble 
of servitors. skilled in their special 
lines, accepting whatever dole their em- 
ployers may choose to bestow, and en- 
during every indignity withouf a mur- 
mur. Few of these Gallegans are at- 
tached to a single individual or house- 
hold. but like the donkeys that stand 
for hire in the parcas, they are ready 
at all hours to perform miracles of 
service at anybody's call. Do you 
want your apartment cleaned, your 
dinner cooked, your clothes mended, 
your hair dressed, your luggage trans- 
ported— vou have only to go to the 
window, shut your t@th, widen your 
mouth and emit the long-drawn Por- 
tuguese ‘“‘sh-s-s-s!"' and before the 
magical hiss has died away, several 
stalwart fellows stand at your side. 
Thus the poorest clerk may have his 
valet, who finds“ and lodges himself. 
who can repair garments with the 
dexterity of a tailor, and for a few 
cents a day will keep his employer's 
wardrobe in perfect order. 

The mest enthusiastic admirer of the 
Portuguese nation cannot call its wo- 
men of the higher class beautiful. In- 
deed, one is almost pained at the lack 
of female beauty, as compared with 
that of other Latin countries, when 
viewing Lisbon's upper-tendom in the 
full undress ball or opera, or on the 
fashionable promenades, or in the 
costly equippages of the Campo 
Grande. The blood of youth does not 
linger long with the Portuguese lady. 
and at 25 she is passé. Moustaches 
show themselves early; her complexion 
grows muddy and assumes a greasy 
look, and at middle age her figure is 
either of the bean-pole order or its p- 
posite, the meal-bag tled-in- the- middle 
shape. But she has “redeeming fea- 
tures.” Her. eyes are large and expres- 
sive, her teeth are good, and there is a 
certain honest radiance im her smile 
which is very captivating. She dresses 
richly, but with the oldest mingling of 
dates and stvies, if not of colors, and 
her clothes it as if lung at her in a 
whirlwind. There is not the remotest 
hint of French chic about her, nor the 
trig appearance of English women, nor 


the voluptuous attraction of her cou- 
sins, the Spanish sefioras, and beside 
her perfectly-dressed husband she looks 
like a good brown hen with a bird-of- 


paradise. Is it because the modistes 
of Portugal are so inferior to the tall 
ors” If so. the surplus dressmakers of 
the world would better turn their steps 
that way. Whatever the Portuguese 
ladies lack in taste and beauty is more 
than made up by ther manifold vir 
tues. They are model Mees and 
mothers, devoted to their families. 
deeply religious, kind-hearted and hos- 
pitable. 

There is plenty of female beauty tn 
Portugal, however, but it is mostly 
found among the peasant classes. The 
Gallegans, male and, female, are gen- 
erally perfect physical specimens, and 
the young women have lovely faces to 
match their figures. You see them by

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chafariz, into which all the water used 
by the city is poured from the great 
aqueduct of Agoasteores. This aque- 
duct, by the way, is worthy to rank 
among the wonders of the world. It 
begins in the mountains twelve miles 
away, spans the Valley of Alcantara 
upon thirty arches, each 107 feet from 
pier to pier, the point of the highest 
arch towering 264 feet above the earth. 
Thus a pure mountain torrent is con. 
ducted to an immense covered reser- 
voir, and thencé conveyed to hun- 
dreds of fountains, scattered all over 
Lisbon. Since the days of Joao IV, the 
public buildings, hotels, shops and most 
of the dwelling-houses have been en- 
tirely supplied with water from the 
chafariz, brought in casks and jars 
on the heads of male and female car- 
riers. Most of the water carriers are 
Galiegans, and it ts said that more than 
three thousand of them do nothing else 
for a living. One of the.most interest- 
ing sights of Lisbon is the groups of 
handsome, bare-footed girls and 
swarthy, muscular men that always 
surround the fountains, perhaps loiter- 
ing a bit to chatter and gossip, the 
women in musical staccato, the men in 
baritone to match their broad chests: 
then shouldering the heavy earthen 
jars or wooden casks and trotting 
gayly away. Every one of them hopes 
to return, some happy day in the dis- 
tant future, to his or her beloved 
Galicia, when he or she has saved 
enough milreis by scanty living to pur- 
chase a tiny patch of native soil. 
Prettiest of all the women in this old 
city are the 
of wealthy mistresses, whom hard 
work and insufficient food has not de- 
prived of their natural dainty curves 
and contours. You may often see an 
excessively homely grande dame, of 
unmistakable high degree, striding 
along with the air of a Juno. to church. 
or the shops. or ihe promenade, re- 
spectfully followed by two or three 
bewitching maids. The latter are no 


concerning the passing stranger, but 
their good nature cannot quite sup- 
press an anewering smile, which makes 
their bright eyes dance and discloses 1 
gieam of pearly teeth, and whole fam 
lies of rougish dimples The flower 
market, too, is full of lovely girls, the 
daughters of native peasants, whose 
bare feet have probably tramped many 
miles before sunrise. Their short ekirts 
and low-cut bodices and bare brown 
arms, afford wonderful studies for an 
artist. and their great dark eyes have 
haunted many a traveler's dreams 
when far from Portugal. Even 
broad-hipped, peasant matrons, who 
bring butter, milk, cheese, eggs, fruit 
and vegetables from their distant farms 
to sell in the city markets, and the 
fisher women. who every day troop 
down the Belem road and wake the 
echoes with their peculiar cries, pre- 
sent some extraordinary types of per- 
fect figures, and often beautiful faces. 

The women of the Portuguese peae- 
antry seem to hold a very independent 
position. Though working hard from 
dawn till dark, they are always cheer- 
ful, genial, helpful to one another in 
time of trouble, and full of ready wit. 
They know well their value in the 
economy of life, and without any 
clamor for !mpoasible richts and eaual- 
itv, take their full share of all the han- 
pineas attainable. They work habit- 
vally tn the flelds, beginning to do so 
as amall children. Girls of 10 or 12 
yeare accompany the ox carts, walking 
in front of the oxen to punch them 
with lron- pointed goads. while the men 
follow to load and unload the carts 
Little girls drive the cattle afield and 
mind them while they graze. Young 
women cut and carry home the grass. 
weed the corn and wheat. and per- 
form their full share of all the farm 
work with the men of the family. ex- 
cept. perhaps, the heavier plowing. 
While this general employment of wo 
men nearly double the 


men themselves 
either physically or morally the worse 
for their labors. Farly marriages are 
the rule among the peasantry. partiv 
because most of the Portuguese con- 
scriptions spare married men, and, 
therefore, bachelors have temptations 
toward matrimony. which otherwise 
might not occur to them. A growing 
family is a good investment for a 
young fellow who does not desire the 
dog’e life of a soldier. and cannot pay 
several hundred dollars for a substi- 
tute In the army: so he takes a wife 
to-insure himself against what he con- 
siders a worse fate. and may be his 
everlasting quietus from cold steel or 
gun powder. Refore marriage. the 
Portucuese suftor in love absurdly 
humble and slavish. and his sweet- 
heart leads him a merry dance, inden 
Wut soon as ever the villace priest 
has tied the knot. the positions are 
reversed: he becomes her master ab- 
solutely, and may beat her as often as 
he nes without violating anv law. As 
in every countrv. the sons of the neo- 
ple set forth their sentiments. In a 
popular serenade, the Portuguese 
ewatn tells his Dulcina that he writes 
to her on the palm of hie hand. his 
tears are his onty Ink. and the pen is 
a fiber from his inmost heart. Per- 
haps her revly. ing behind a closed 
shutter. Is like this: 
Ouando o sovreiso des baga 
F o touretero der cortica 
Entao te amrel, meu bem, 
Se nao me der a preguica. 

Which means. “when the cork 
yields bay berries, and the bay 
cork, then perhaps I may fall in 
with you. if I condescend to notice 
you.” Or else she sings: “T have al- 
ready five lovers, three for the morning, 
two for the afternoon; what time is 
there left for vou?“ 

In Portugal men play upon the gu- 
tar as naturally as Yankees whistle. 
The peasants are universally given to 
the instrument. chiefly as an accoth- 
paniment to the voice. In towns and 
villages the artisans are often expert 
guitar players, and walk in groups to 
and from their work. enlivening the 
journey with music and song. The car- 
penter who comes to your house to 
execute a small job brings his guitar 
with-his tools, and the blacksmith ts a 
far better performer on the guitar than 
the anvil. When the Portuguese day 
laborer or workman has finished his 
long day's toil he does not 
him to a wine shop to squander

Then he throws over his shoulders 
a black cloth cape, with a real gold or 
silver clasp. He takes his favorite ox 
goad in his hand, which is to him what 
a natty cane is to the Broadway dude. 
It is as tall as himself, straight as an 
arrow, well rounded, and polished and 
bound with brass. Last of all, he 
slings is guitar around his neck, and 
thus fully equipped for social conquest, 
goes to the nearest fashionable thrash- 
ing floor, the peasant’s drawing-room. 
There all his neighbors, young and old, 
of both sexes, are sure to be gathered, 
to while away the day in gossip, song 
and dance. The Portuguese dance. 
brought originally by gypsies from the 
far East, is not particularly graceful. 
It is slow and firm in movement. ac- 
ecentuated in time, and depending al- 
most entirely upon the motions of the 
arms and body rather than the feet. 
With the dance goes the song. a melan- 
choly, long-drawn, often unrhymed 
chanting. which takes the form of a 
rude hexameter.

This crown was to be given 
him by the Lord, the only righteous 
Judge, and this crown was not for him 
only, but for all who love the appearing 
of that righteous Judge. 

“Paul had led a life of persecution 
and suffering such as but fe ever 
lived. He had renounced wealth and 
position and ease for the sake of the 
despised Christ and was now at the 
point of death. He now emphatically 
declares that it had paid him to fight 
the fight of faith for a few years in 
view of the fact that 4 crown and an 
eternal kingdom awaited him ag soon 
as released from this life. The suf- 
ferings and hardships were temporal, 
while the reward was eternal. Just in 
as much as eternity exceepds time, in 
just that much Paul had done wisely 
in following Christ.

Fach year, directly And 
indirectly, the saloon destroys 250,000 
persons. Its deadly work is worse 
than war, famine and pestilence com- 
bined. A large part of these are heads 
of homes and leave widows, orphans, 
want and sorrow. The saloon preys 
upon the boys of our homes. It must 
annually draw its fresh victims from 
the boys and young. whom it must 
train for its deadly work. Those who 
are its patrons today are soon de- 
stroyed. It must have fresh victims 
for its direful destruction. It seeks 
the very fairest part of society upon 
whom to feed. No plague was ever 
so deadly or destructive. Notwith- 
standing the awful curses resulting 
from the saloon it exists by the suf- 
france of the American people. The 
marvelous wonder is that the people of 
this country, exercising their heaven- 
born privilege, do not cast out of our 
midst this accursed institution. May 
heaven hasten the day when it shall 
be done.“

The absence of a fence does not give 
any One a right to trespass upon land 
by throwing refuse or rocks or any- 
thing else on it; nor does it give à right 
against the owner's will to even cross 
the land, or make a path there. The 
better way, however, is to put up a 
sign forbidding the trespassing, and 
then to sue for trespass any one who 
t The annoyance where 
willful may be reached by an arrest for 
malicious mischief sometimes, and that 
may be the case when the wrongdoer 
is insolvent, or pecuniarily !

MOODY'S LAST MEETING. 
— 
HOW THE GREAT EVANGELIST 


CLOSED HIS CAREER. 


— 


Incidents of the Kansas City Meet- 
ings, Where He Preached His Last 
Sermon—Heroic Efforts to Conquer 
His Disabilities, but the Work Had 
Been too Hard. 


{Kansas City Correspondence St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat:] Tne ms! pub- 
lic appearance of Dwight L. Moody, we 
evangelist, who died in Northfield, 
Mass., December 22, 1899, was made in 
Kansas City Convention Hall, 
Moody had undertaken to conduct re- 
vival services from November 12 to 
November 19, but on the night of the 
16th he found himself scarcely able to 
finish his sermon, and the next night 
he left with all speed for home—to die. 

The week that Mr. Moody preached in 
Kansas City is memorable as the last 
week of the evangelist’s public life. Im- 
mense audiences filled the vast hall to 
hear the famous preacher. There were 
several nights when 12,000 people lis- 
tened to hie words. The first night of 
the meeting the hall was not only filled 
to the last seat, but 2000 persons out- 
side vainly clamored at the locked 
doors for entrance. Mr. Moody preached 
ten sermt4s—two sermons a day for 
five days-—to sympathetic and respon- 
sive people. But his efforts were too 
much for him. The work exhausted 
him. He weakened, grew sick, and 
went home to die. 

Mr. Moody's sermons in Kansas City 
were worthy of the end of a great 
preacher's public life. The revival 
services he conducted were on an enor- 
mous plan. They were the greatest and 
most memorable religious services ever 
held in the city. People from a radius 
of many miles came to Kansas City to 
hear the evangelist. In some instances 
men brought their families with them. 
Many business men left their offices to 
attend the afternoon meetings, an 
then came again at night. But Mr. 
Moody, who began with such vigor and 
enthusiasm to preach to Kansas City, 
weakened swiftly with his efforts. 
audiences knew that a sick man was 
talking to them. It was tragical to 
watch his desperate efforts to keep bis 
strength and finish his sermons. At 
night he could not sleep, but sat up 
through the long hours in his chair. In 
the morning he looked haggard, and in 
pain. Mr. Meody began to die while he 
was still preaching. 

Mr. Moody came to Kansas City on 
the morning of November 11. He was 
cheerful and seemed vigorous. The aft- 
ernoon of the next day—Sunday after- 
noon—he preached the first of his ser- 
mons. Twelve thousand persons left 
an early Sunday dinner and came to 
hear the great evangelist. The doors 
had to be locked, and guards stationed 
around them to keep more people from 
coming in. Church people made up the 
bulk of the audience, and many gray- 
haired, venerable men and women sat 
in the seats. It required 125 ushers to 
seat the crowd. A choir of 550 volees 
sang the hymns, under the direction of 
Prof. C. C. Case. The choir was seated 
on the main platform behind Mr. 
Moody. Mr. Moody sat to the left of 
the organ. In front of him was another 
platform, a few inches lower, where the 
weg of the city sat.

So the sermon went on. Mr. Moody 
had preached that text hundreds

Now he lifted both 
at once above his head and quaked 
all over his great body with emotion. 

“Oh, these vile lepers that break u 
our families,” he was saying. 
these hideous creatures! What can we 
do with them? Mow shail we escape 
them? Think of it! Think of it! Think 
of the women w they prey upon!” 

He ended his sermon that after- 
noon with a characteristic Moody 
story. It was a simple story told in a 
simple way. It was a children’s story. 
It was about a good child and a bad 
father, and if told in print would seem 
rather commonplace. But Mr. Moody 
glorified and inspired it by his feeling. 
A change came over his face as the 
pathetic nature of his own story ap- 

led to him. His hands hung —_ 

ly by his sides, and the pink skin 
of his face grew livid. His veins 
swelled, his cheeks puffed out, red rims 
formed about his eyelids. He moved 
restiessly about. He was so direct, 60 
wonderfully in earnest. He was 80 
simple and so truthful. At last he 
could no longer control himself. His 
voice broke, and he wept like a child. 
His great bearded face wore an ex- 
pression of melting pity. It was im- 
possible to resist such an influence. 

“My friends, isn’t it awfully sad! 
Isn't ft terrible! Isn't it pitiful that

That night Mr. Moody was unable 
to attend the after-meeting at the 
church across the street. He re- 
turned to his hotel to pass a sleepless 
night. In the morning his physician 
told him he must abandon his meet- 
ings. Mr. Moody consented to give 
up the afternoon meeting, but would 
not give up the night meetings. He 
told his friends he would not go home 
until he had finished the week of serv- 
ices. In the afternoon, however, he 
grew much worse. 

He was sitting in his armchair with 
his physician beside him. Mr. Moody 
was breathing heavily, and his face 
seemed puffy and bloated. He said 
his limbs were swelling, and he had a 
feeling of suffocation about his heart. 
“I'm afraid I shall have to give up 
the meetings.” he said. 
bad.” He was silent. “It’s the first 
time in forty years of preaching that 
I have had to give up my meetings.” 
He did not say anything for a while. 
Then he spoke in a low voice: “It is 
more painful to me to give up those 
audiences than it is to suffer from my 
allments ” 

At the afternoon advanced, Mr. 
Moody's illness became so alarming 
that it was decided to get a special car 
to send him home. A gospel car, the 
Messenger of Peace. was secured in 
place of something better, for it was 
desirable that Mr. Moody should be 
got home as fast as possible. 

On the night of November F. Mr. 
Moody was taken to the Union station 
in a carriage. A number of Kansas 
City ministers met him at the station 
and helped him to the train. They 
shook hands solemniy with the great 
evangelist. A knowledge of the mean- 
ing of this parting was shared by all 
of them. They knew or felt that it 
was the last parting: that they had 
heard: the greatest of evangelists at 
his last revival. Mr. Moody said little 
except to thank his friends in a husky 
voice for what they had done for him. 
*Good-vy.” he said, when they had 
bundied him in a car. 

Charles NM. Vining, Dr. 
Schanffer and Mrs. 8. G. Neel, went 
with Mr. Moody a part of the way. 
At St. mie Mr. Moody felt so much 
better that he was put in a Pullman 
sleeping car. He grew better on the 
way home, but soon had a sinking 
Spell. and died five weeks after his 
last revival services.

POPULAR STUDIES 
JN SHAKESPBARE. 


Considered simply as a dream of 


may send its plummet down to greater 
depths of wisdom and philosophy, apd 
may also rise to much higher filghts of 
poetic expression. “Macbeth” and 
“King Lear“ may reach their tragic 
culminations by a subtler evolution 
ef their dramatic motives. But 
“Othello,” in its swift and certain de- 
velopment of theme from simple be- 
ginning to awful end, stands supreme. 
As a tragedy of elemental human pas- 
sion it is unequaled in literature. 

The history of “Othello” as an acting 
play justifies these statements. Its pop- 
ularity in this respect, with the possible 
exception of Hamlet.“ is without ri- 
val. “Othello” was popular in Shake- 
spearean times when Burbage played 
the Moor. And, except in the ritan 
and Cromwelllan epoch, when all plays 
were forbidden, it has been popular 
ever since. From the time of the Resto- 


-ration (1660) down to the very present 


there has never been a year in which 
“Othello” has not held its place on the 
boards as one of the best drawing 
plays in the theatrical repertoire. 

And in one respect “Othello” has out- 
done Hamlet“ in its hold on popular 
favor. “Othello” has never deen 
“adapted.” It has always been pre- 
sented, with the exception of some 


y shortening, practically as Shakespeare 
wrote it. cannot be said ot Ham- 
let.” Even Garrick, Shakespearean 


lover as he was, altered r 
Hamlet“ to suit his fancy. other 
adapters and improvers of “Hamlet” 
there have been of lesser fame. But no 
playwright, great or small, has ever 
presumed to lay desecrating hands on 
“Othello.” 

Fine as “Othello” is as an acting . 
its quality as a play for reading only 
is equally fine.. o other play that 
Shakespeare has written holds the at- 
tention of the reader from beginning 
to end with such enthrallment of mind 
and sense. Its spell is continuous and 
complete. 

The acting editions of “Othello” do 
not present the play in its entirety. 
Theatrical representations in Shake- 
epeare’s day were much longer than 
those of our day. None of the time of 
the spectators was taken up with scene 
shifting, orchestral performances, etc. 
A play as Shakespeare wrote it — 
therefore, to be considerably conde 
to make it fit the conditions of a mod- 

representation. 

Notwithstanding that this is 80. 
“Othello” as it was originaly written 
is so logical and complete in its dra- 
matic construction that scarcely a line 
can be struck out without weakeni 
it. Hence those who know “Othell 
only from seeing it played do not know 
it completely. No person should go to 
see “Othello” upon the stage without 
first reading and studying the play in 
printed form. 

“Othello” has the distinction among 
plays of having two parts of almost 
first-class importance for male actors, 
and one part of almost first-class im- 
nortance for a female actor; while 
several of its minor parts call for act- 
ing of more than ordinary character. 
It follows then that the history of 
“Othello” as an acting play would be 
a history of the entire English stage. 
This consideration will show how im- 
perfect a treatment of its history is 
possible here. 

A point worthy of remembrance is 
that it was in “Othello” in the part of 
Desdemona that the first woman imper- 
sonator of a Shakespearean heroine, the 
first English woman to act any part 
of any sort, ever a This was

The elder Booth told Edwin Booth that 
“no mortal man could equal Kean in 
the rendering of Othello’s despair and 
rage; that “his voice when he spe@ke 
the words, ‘Farewell, Othello’s occupa- 
tion’s gone,’ sounded like the moan of 
the ocean or the soughing of wind 
through cedars.” 
One characteristic of Kean’s imper- 
sonation of Othello is worth nothing. 
Actors prior to him, even Garrick, 
Barry and John Kemble, had repre- 
sented Othello as an African, or, in 
other words, a negro. There is nothing 
in the play of “Othello” as Shakespeare 
wrote it to justify this. The ascription 
of negro characteristics to Othello by 
other characters in the play is the out- 
come of jealousy and hatred. The 
Othello of Shakespeare is dark-skinned, 
but not necessarily a negro. Kean rep- 
resented Othello as a “Moor,” a Mauri- 
tanian, and nothing more.

FIELD DAY CALLED OFF. 
COLLEGES HAVE DIFFERENCES. 
The athletic agreement entered into 
by Pomona College and the Univer- 
sity of Southern C@lifornia, on last 
Thanksgiving day, was acceptable to 
the students of the two institutions. 
Under the agreement contests were to 
be held in football, baseball, tennis 
and track athletics. The athletes of 
the rival colleges were already in 
training. But the faculty of the uni- 
versity has refused to assent to the 
proposed agreement, and apparently 
there will be no collegiate meets this 
year. The Southern: California Inter, 
collegiate Athletic "Association was 
composed of Pom@fia College, Clare- 
mont, Chaffey Preparatory School, On- 
tario, Occidental - College, and the 
branches of the University of Southern 
California, Los Angejes. Five success- 
ful track meets had been held under 
the auspices of this organization. In 
1898 the association disbanded. owing 
to the withdrawal ot the University of 
Southern California.” The University 
Athletic Association demanded the 
privilege of entering athietes from any 
department of the University of South- 
ern California, including the College 
of Medicine and the Dental College. 
Pomona College stoutly resisted thes> 
advances. Occidental College and 
Chaffey School, being smaller institu- 
tions, did not take an active part in the 
negotiating. Im De¢ember, 1898, Po- 
mona College propesed a series of 
dual meets with t university, but 
as she was unwilling to concede all ot 
the university's demands, her proposals 
were rejected. Because of this dis- 
agreement intense feeling arose be- 
tween the two rivals schools. Both 
schools were anxioug to meet on the 
gridiron this year, and a game was 
scheduled for Thanksgiving day, under 
a Special agreement, allowing the uni- 
versity to enter men: from all depart- 
ments in Los Angel>e and excluding 
only the students of Chaffey School, 
which is a branch pf the university 
t pro- 


system. The special agree 

vided that each football player taking 
part in the contest should present a 
certificate from his school showing 
that he was a bona fide student duly 
registered before November 6. 1899. The 
game was played Pomona on 
Thanksgiving under these conditions. 
After a bitter contest Pomona won. 
Two of the men of the university 
eleven had been played under protest. 
While they had theif certificates, the 
Pomona diplomats claimed them to be 
illegitimate contestants, and offered

The Executive Committee of the United 
States Golf Association is empowered 
in the bylagvs to “interpret the rules of 
golf,” and two years ago wrence 
Curtis and C. RB. McDonald prepared 
the rulings and interpretations of the 
St. Andrew's code of 1891, which has 
since governed the game here. It is 
thought that the committee will have 
little to do, and that the United States 
Golf Association will formally adopt 
the revised rules, which many golfers 
are already following in this country.

At this writing 
we have no report as to the outcome 
of the case brought by the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
against the pigeon-shooteis, nor at this 
writing do we have time to discuss the 
merits of the case from a legal stand- 
There is one thing certain, how- 
ever. that the published names of the 
pigeon-shooters is a guarantee of their 
social and financial standing. There is 
another thing equally certain, that 
pigeon-shooting does not attract to any 
community men of idle or dissolute 
habits. It is a sport that is engaged 
in only by men of the best standing in 
a community, and a pastime which 
these men are willing to pay liberally 
for. Thousands of dollars have been 
turned into the treasury of the county 
of Los Angeles in the past by sports- 
men in search of pleasure both in the 
field and at the traps, and we question 
the wisdom of the Los Angeles officials 
in depriving their county of this reve- 
nue. Los Angeles county has also sus- 
tained a reputation for hospitality in 
the past that was wide-spread, and we 
question the wisdom of the officials in 
destroying this reputation.”

BETTER DEFINED.

Talk of a Refining Plant in This 


In addition to the fact noted in this 
column last week that the main oil de- 
posits of the Los Angeles fields are 
outside of the old western city limits, 
there is another which is gradually 
growing clearer and which will prove 
of equal importance It is that any- 
thing yet developed south of Sixth 
street, west of Hoover, runs light. 
This leads to the belief that Sixth 
street is on the extreme southern edge 
of the western basin, which, instead of 
spreading southward, lies to the north 
of Sixth street. It is in that direction 
that prospectors are now turning their 
attention. Should the Puente Oi] com- 
pany be successful in the well it is now 
putting down on the Cole property it 
will help to indicate the line to be fol- 
lowed in the intervening distance. 
Again, if A. W. Rhodes, who will begin 
making preparations this week for 
drilling on the Hancock property, six 
miles out, strikes the oil sands out 
there he will have helped to locate the 
line just that much farther. These 
are matters that will not take long to 
determine. On the ole ranch the 
Puente Company is down 200 feet in 
easy boring. The men were kept busy 
for a short time casing off the surface 
water, but sinking is again going on. 

It is learned that the San Francisco 
parties who purchased the Rex, Yukon 
and other Los Angeles wells are consid-

The Uncle Sam Oil Company, which 
lately purchased the Metcalf tract on 
Hoover street, struck its fourth well on 
Wednesday last, and is preparing to 
sink No. 5. 

The Westlake Oil Company's latest 

well is averaging a good fifty barrels 
aday. This gives that company eleven 
pumping wells, and it is now getting 
ready to drill No. 12. 
The governing committee of the Los 
Angeles Oil Exchange is to meet today 
to consider various matters connected 
with the opening of the exchange, the 
date of which has been fixed for the 
15th inst. It is rumored that George 
W. Parsons of this city will de se- 
lected as caller of the board. 

Based upon the last ruling of the 
General Land Commissioner respecting 
the location of mineral lands, Register 
Stewart and Receiver Schibner of the 
land office at Visalia, Tulare county, in 
this State. rendered a decision last 
week to determine the character of 
land upon protests filed by mineral 
claimants against forest reserve leu 
selections. The material points of the 
decision are that where valid mining 
locations exist, the burden of proof is 
on the agricultural claimant to show 
that the land is non-mineral in char- 
acter, and that where there are no 
valid mineral locations the burden of 
proof is upon the mineral claimants. 
They hold that tar seeps, or petroleum 
or bitumen in rock in places are suffi- 
client upon which to base a valid min- 
eral location. Large areas of land in 
Tulare, Fresno and Kern counties will 
be affected by this decision. In con- 
nection with matters of this nature it 
is stated that the Interior Department 
at Washington will send a special agent 
to California to make an examination 
of lands said to be oll lands and to 
make a report on them. 


Ranch Oil Company, whose property is 
near Santa Ynez, reports good progress 
on the well it commenced drilling De- 
cember 26. It is down 100 feet, and the 
drillers report favorable indications. 
the formation being a soft shale. The 
work is being done under the direction 
of Frank A. Garbutt. The company 
claims to have under its lease a stretch 
of eight miles of well-defined oil forma- 
tions On the west end the production 
is jncreasing so rapidly that it is diffi- 
cult to get teams enough to move it. 
A late report from Summerland states 
that there are now 200 pumping wells 
in that field with a production of 15,000 
barrels of oil a month. 

The reported discovery of oil indica- 
tions near Mojave has drawn attention 
to the southern portion of Kern county, 
but as that is new territory nothing 
definite will be known for some time of 
the extent or value of these newly-re- 
ported deposits. A great many loca- 
tions are reported from that district, 
twenty-one having been recorded in 
one day. 

The Bakersfield Californian reports 
that a trial run made by the nta Fé 
Railway Company of oil from Bakers- 
field wells gave satisfactory results. 
and that Master Mechanic Rutherferd 
has recommended the use of that oil on 
all the engines of the Valley system. 

e same paper states that oil tanks 
will be built at Point Richmond, Stock- 
ton and Fresno, which, with the one at 
Bakersfield, will furnish-a supply at 
the principal points on the line. 

During the past week reports have 
been received of the discovery of oil 
in Tefon Cafion. Another from Covina, 
Los Angeles county, reports a strike 
of oll at a depth of 360 feet in a well 
which was being sunk for water. one 
and one-quarter miles northwest of 
San Dimas. 

The Bureau of Statistics, Washine- 
ton. reports the petroleum exports 
for last November as much less than 
any of the three preceding months, 
notwithstanding that the value of pe- 
troleum shipped abroad during the 
eleven months of 1899 was nearly 
57. 000, h more than the value of all the 
oll exported in 1898. It is stated that 
Russia is no longer the formidable com- 
petitoe she once was, as she is now 
using the greater portion of her oil 
production for fuel purposes within her 
own borders. Export oil during last 
November brought 7.40 cents per gal- 
lon, delivered in bulk on board tank 
steamers at New York, which is an in- 
crease of 2% cents a gallon over the 
price that prevailed during that month 
in 1898. The report shows that the total 
exports of crude oil and refined prod- 
ucts for last November were 82,341,872 
gallons, valued at $6,492,518. For No- 
vember. 1898, they were 76,007.690 gal- 
lons, valued at $4,496,250. For the 
eleven months ended November 30, 1899. 
the total exports were 883,696.488 gal- 
lons.. valued at $59.366.487. as com- 
pared with 920,610,561 gallons, valued 
at $48.257.791 for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1898, a loss of 36,914.073 gallons 
in quantity, but a gain of $11,009,696 in 
value.

Phoenix is to be supplied with elec- 
tricity generated by water power 
twenty-two miles east of the city. 
Work on the proposition has already 
commenced, on plans made by C. L. 
Mailleaux of New York, an electrical 
expert, and George V. Sturtevant, Jr., 
the hydraulic engineer who installed 
the water system at Flagstaff, and who 
is now at work on waterworks sys- 
tems for Prescott and Tempe. Both are 
on the ground. 

The enterprise is that of the Arizona 
Water Company. The company’s main 
ditch, the Arizona Canal, has been en- 
larged by dredgers till for its first few 
miles it has a capacity equal to the 
combined flows of all the other ditches 
in the valley. Six miles from the head 
a half-mile ditch is being cut to con- 
nect the big canal With the river chan- 
nel, at a point just above the diver- 
sion gate of the main distributing canal 
of the south side of the valley, the 
Mesa Consolidated. Through the cross- 
cut ditch will hereafter be conducted 
all the water for the Mesa, Tempe and 
Utah canals, an amount sufficient to 
insure, at almost any stage of the river, 
250 horse power at the works of the 
Arizona Water Company. The electric- 
ity is to be generated by three-phase 
dvnamos and will be transmitted to 
Phoenix at a voltage of 20,000, over 
aluminum wires. It is estimated that 
not over 6 per cent. will be lost in 
transmission. The line will run by 
way of the Arizona Canal falls, eight 
miles northeast of Phoenix, where a 
great, though irregular power may also 
be utilized. A curious feature is that 
the water to be utilized at the upper 
works is the same that now turns the 
wheels of the Consolidated Electrical 
Works on the mesa edge, above the 
Tempe Canal. The consolidated com- 
pany is now supplying electricity to 
Tempe and Mesa and is to do the 
pumping at the new Tempe water- 
works. 

The Arizona Water Company has al- 
ready contracted for the delivery & its 
electricity in Phoenix, the party of the 
second part being T. W. Pemberton, 
president of the local electrical lighting 
and gas company. The present plant, of 
about 200 horse power, is to be main- 
tained, but only for emergencies. For 


the past year the cost of fuel one 
at the present works was more n 
$20,000. Gallup coal has been used, 


costing nearly $5 a ton delivered. It is 
probable the reorganized Phoenix Rail- 
way Company will also turn to the 
new enterprise for its power, and plans 
are already drawn for an electric rail- 
way from Phoenix to Ingleside.
